THE 1971 VARSITY baseball team, led by head 
coach Danny Southerland and assistant Mike Glover, 
had all the characteristics of a successfyl one. Prior 
to pre-season play, the Cougars were not picked by 
any baseball authority to be in the division champion- 
ship. This was due to only five regulars returning 
from the 1970 varsity team. The players learned how 
to work together and proved it by producing several 
errorless games. The strong point of the team was 
the pitching that led the 1970 team to the Division 
Two co-championship. 

THE COUGARS WERE tied for the division 
lead going into the final game of the season against 
Rocky Mount, the team that had previously defeated 
the Cougars 5-0. The Cougars were again defeated by 
the score 4-2. This final loss put an end to any hopes 
of the Cougars becoming Division Two champs. They 
finished in second place. Kinston and New Hanover, 
who met in the first round of the state play-off were 
the victims of the Cougars four times during regular 
season play.

DURING THE PAST year, the Math Department, 
headed by Mrs. Margaret Bizzell, offered an advanced 
math course consisting of trigonometry first semester 
and calculus second semester.

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ENGLISH CLASSES took on an entirely new form 
at Goldsboro High School this past year. For the 
first time students were given the opportunity to 
choose the areas of study they wished tc pursue and 
a chance to capitalize on their strengths. 

THE REASON FOR the change was the general 
lack of interest in the traditional English Program. 
In short, the existing program did not meet the in- 
dividual needs of the large and varied student body. 
As a result, student opinion was surveyed and steps 
were initiated to find out what changes needed to be 
made. Gradually the idea of nine week mini-courses 
took shape and the English Department began its 
drastic change. Teachers spent many hours during 
the summer setting up the program. 

THE BEGINNING of school and the registration 
for English classes, however, brought many surprises 
and complexing problems. Because of the various 
levels of study in the different courses, many students 
had failed to enroll in courses that would meet their 
individual wants and needs. Thus, much rescheduling 
of classes had to be done. Yet with the beginning of 
each new nine-week period, scheduling procedures ran 
more smoothly and the problems of the new system 
continued to be ironed out.

SINCE A UNIVERSAL language is non-existent, 
the world is confronted with the problem of mis- 
understanding. The challenge of improving foreign 
relationships lies in the hands of the young people of 
today. The Foreign Language Department at GHS 
led students toward an understanding of the people 
of other lands. Its purpose was to develop in each 
individual an appreciation of the riches and beauties 
of other cultures. 

THIS YEAR CLASS instruction and techniques 
at Goldsboro High School ranged from the language 
lab to conversational speaking.

DRAFTING I, an introductory course in techni- 
cal drafting, taught by Mr. Sanford Johnson, prepared 
students for Drafting II and III, taught by Mr. Curtis 
Batzdorfer. Students from the tenth, eleventh, and 
twelfth grades learned such basic skills as the names 
and proper use of the drawing instruments. They 
also explored the graphic language which has its own 
alphabet, grammar, and penmanship. 

THE COURSE was semi-specialized in that it gave 
the students the opportunity to concentrate in the 
field of basic mechanical and architectural drawing. 

PREREQUISITES for Drafting !1 and II! con- 
sisted of a favorable recommendation from the in- 
structor and completion of Drafting !. 

THE ADVANCED students designed and completed 
the working drawings for buildings, aircraft, boats, 
and automobiles.

THE HOME ECONOMICS Department of GHS 
sought to teach students skills which had an imme- 
diate, practical application to their life at home. This 
year ‘‘Men’s Liberation’’ came to GHS as males took 
advantage of Home Economics for the first time. 

STUDENTS ENROLLED in the courses were edu- 
cated in such fields as clothing, food, child develop- 
ment, family relations, personal grooming, and hous- 
ing. 

SPEAKERS FROM Lenoir Community College 
addressed classes on the career opportunities found in 
beauty culture and clothes fitting. Students in Home 
Economics entered the sewing contests sponsored by 
the Goldsboro Women’s Club and WRAL radio. 

THE DEPARTMENT WILL take part in the Live 
Project next fall by selecting curtains, carpeting, and 
other interior furnishings. Plans for this were in 
progress throughout the year. Some of the carpet 
ideas were displayed in a project by one of the stu- 
dents, for interested persons to observe. 

COURSES OFFERED BY the department were 
Home Economics | and II and semester courses 
offered to explore topics such as clothing or food 
preparation. A second year of family life was offered 
to senior students — boys and girls — to teach them 
food and economic management to help them make 
homes of their own upon leaving high school.

INTRODUCTION to Vocations was designed pri- 
marily for the freshman students. This course 
introduced students to the world of work through 
skits, games, field trips, speakers, and group and in- 
dividual performances. The primary objective of the 
course was to motivate students to begin thinking 
about their vocational futures and to provide them 
with an index for job selection at a future time. 

INTRODUCTION to Industrial Education was de- 
signed to acquaint students to the various construc- 
tion trades by providing them with limited ex- 
perience. They participated in such fields as brick- 
laying, carpentry, electronics, plumbing, and drafting. 
This course has served as a basis for a student decision 
upon certain vocational fields of interest. 

INDUSTRIAL ARTS, commonly called “shop” by 
the freshmen students enrolled in the course, was set 
up to familiarize them with the basis of working with 
tools, wood, and metal. Individuals utilized their 
various skills in producing such things as shoe boxes, 
coat racks, and other household items. When proj- 
ects were finished many of them took enaugh pride 
in their work to present them to family, relatives, and 
friends. 

INDUSTRIAL ARTS also served as a major factor 


in the student’s deciding to either continue or dis- 


continue his vocational training during the remaining 
high school years.

During this 
meeting, plans for the year were worked out and com- 
mittee chairmen were named. 

THE MAJOR project of the SA was writing a new 
constitution. After working under a temporary con- 
stitution, the council decided to write a new constitu- 
tion. For three months a committee of fifteen 
students and advisors worked on the constitution. 
Changes were made to speed council procedures, and 
it was decided to assign homeroom blocks to which 
each representative would report. The constitution 
was ratified in April by vote of the entire student 
body.

ON MAY 28 and 29, the Goldmasquers presented 
their final production of the year, ‘‘Ghost Sonata.” 
This modern experimental play was written by August 
Strindburg, a famous Swedish dramatist. 

THE PLOT concerns a hervic student, Arkenholtz, 
who is taken in by the man who ruined his father. 
This man, Mr. Hummel, convinces the student to join 
with him in penetrating a certain household. Within 
this house lives a collection of interesting and peculiar 
people, including Mr. Hummel’s former fiancee, who 
is now insane, a fraudulent colonel, an aristocrat and 
several others. While these characters chat, Mr. 
Hummel becomes insane and dies. Meanwhile, 
Arkenholtz falls in love with the colonel’s daughter, 
who later dies, leaving the student alone. 

AS IN MOST of Strindburg’s plays, the super- 
ficial plot contained little relevancy and logic. The 
struggles of love and hate, fear and courage, the real 
and unreal that portray the dominance of each in 
life held the true meaning and value of the entire 
play. ‘Ghost Sonata’’, within an atmosphere of 
dread and terror, exploited the human character and 
made it real and vibrant. The struggle ended, the 
dominant figure survived, and the depths of the 
human mind were exposed.
